THE GREENWICH Festivals’ 
musical arm got off the best 
possible start with top ivory 
tinkler Jools Holland headlining 
the Summer Sessions at the Old 
Royal Naval College on Friday 
after the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra had got proceedings 
off to a classy start on Thursday. 
The Greenwich Festivals run 
until November after being 
launched in June, so there’s still 
plenty more to come. 

Holland added big names galore 
to his Rhythm and Blues 
Orchestra, including silken- 
voiced singers Ruby Turner and 
Alison Moyet, while legendary 
local guitarist Albert Lee - the 
former Roan schoolboy - was a 
much- vaunted last minute 
edition to the line-up. 

The Royal Philharmonic kept 
the crowd transfixed with 
flawless renditions of classical 
masterpieces and some modern 
classics. 

Sunday was Indie day with local 
rockers Athlete headlining a gig 
they admitted was the closest to 
home they’d ever played. 

The Greenwich Festivals kicked 
off earlier in the summer with a 
spectacular fireworks display 
which signaled the start of The 
Greenwich And Docklands 
International Festival, and a

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Davoud to get fighting fit for the big one

MARTIAL arts expert 
Davoud Etminani is 
determined to stay 
fighting fit and be part of 
Team GB in the 2012 
Olympics. 

Davoud, from Eltham, is the 
current British champion in 
taekwondo - a fighting style 
originating in Korea 
involving both kicking and 
punching. He was cruelly 
robbed of the chance to win 
honours in the last Olympics 
at Beijing in 2008 when he 
ruptured a knee ligament 
fighting another British 
team member, and missed 
the event. 

“I’ve got very mixed 
emotions about 2012,” he told 
GT. “I’m very excited, but 
also a bit nervous because of 
the injuries that stopped me 
competing in Beijing. 
Sometimes I can’t even get to 
sleep at night because I’m 
thinking about it.” 

Davoud, aged 29, took up 
taekwondo at five years old. 
He came to the UK from Iran 
in 2000 and became a British 
citizen in 2005, studying 
English at Lewisham 
College. He won gold at the 
Commonwealth Games in 
2006, and was placed in the 


world’s top six in both 2006 
and 2007. He has been British 
Champion seven times. 

“I need to achieve the 
points to be eligible to 
compete in 2012,” he said. “I 
have to do well in the 
taekwondo world 

championship in Korea next 
year and the British and 
French Opens, plus the 
national championships in 


Germany, Holland and the 
USA. 

“I train twice a day, every 
day. One session is designed 
to improve my 

cardiovascular with weights, 
and I go to either the Eltham 
Centre or the Eric Liddell 
centre in Mottingham. The 
second session is my 
taekwondo training. I fight 
friends who come down for 


an hour’s session at the 
Pavilion Leisure Centre in 
Bromley, where I run classes 
- for people aged four to 44 
-on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
between 5-6pm. 

“I also teach an hour a week 
at Greenacres primary 
school in Greenwich. 

“My diet is very important. 
For six weeks before a 
competition I have to watch 
my calorie intake, and cut 
out all fats, sauces, oils, and 
fried food. I eat four or five 
very healthy meals a day, but 
with very small portions. I 
eat less than 1,400 calories a 
day, and burn it up.” 

Davoud is an ambassador 
for Greenwich Starting 
Blocks, the charity set up 
with Greenwich Council’s 
support to help local young 
people’s sporting dreams 
come true. 

“At the moment the hardest 
bit is being able to finance 
my sport, particularly after 
paying the treatment costs 
after my injury,” said 
Davoud. “Greenwich Council 
has been great in helping me, 
but I really need some more 
sponsors.”

BLAME PE teacher Steve 
Hodges for ending David 
Bolarinwa’s career as a flying 
winger - but football’s loss was 
definitely sprinting’s gain. 

The 16-year-old Woolwich Poly 
student is now rated one of the 
fastest young men on the planet 
and has a chance of a medal at the 
inaugural World Youth 
Olympics next month. 

David clocked 10.47s 
winning the national 
trial for the event to be held 
in Singapore from August 14- 
26, putting the wind up every 
opponent that Googled the news. 
And the fact that his victory came 
in the Under 20 age group adds 
even greater significance to the 
performance. 

“I’m very excited and feeling 
great about Singapore,” David 
told GT, “but I also know that 
the one thing you’ve got to 
keep is a level head. I wasn’t 
expecting to win. I was 
thinking about the top three 
but to win it was fantastic.” 

It was three years ago that Mr 
Hodges asked footballer David to 
try athletics. “We went down to 
Sutcliffe Park and that’s where 
the sprinting started and the 
football ended,” said David. “The 
school’s been very supportive. 
I’m trying to balance 
studying with the training. 

I get my exam results next 
month so August should be 
quite a month for me. These 
are exciting times but nerve- 
wracking too. 

“I used to be just 100 
metres but now they've got 
me involved in the 200 as 
well, because you never 
know how things might turn 


out.” 

David’s curtailed football 
career was with his local team 
in Thamesmead, Southwood 
Rangers. He said: “I played on 
the left wing and was pretty 
quick. I used to knock it past 
them and run!” 

He had his first race for local 
club Cambridge Harriers in 2007 
and three years later he’ll be 
going to the Youth Olympics 
ranked second in the world. “I’m 
hoping for a medal, maybe even 
the gold medal,” said David, 
whose hero is Asafa Powell. “He 
held the world record before 
Usain Bolt came along. I like him 
because he has a great technique 
and he’s very humble, my kind of 
role model. 

“I’m a big believer in 
remaining level headed. I 
always run as if I have nothing 
to lose. That’s how I went into 
the Under20 championship. 
I’m also a Christian and ask for 
the Lord’s guidance when I get 
into my blocks. 

“I want to improve year by 
year. If 2012 doesn’t happen it’s 
not going to hurt me, there’s 
always 2016. But I’m not saying 
I can’t make 2012!” 

David is supported by the 
Greenwich Starting Blocks 
Charity and says they have 
been “absolutely great”. He 
added: “There’s lots of help 
you need, especially with 
travel.” 

A big music fan - R&B and 
hip-hop - David has a sister and 
a twin brother. “He’s quite fast 
but I don’t think he’ll ever 
catch me - although you can 
never tell with these things!”

Athlete coming on leaps and bounds

THAME SME AD teenager 
Lorraine Ugen looks 
forward to jumping with 
joy after winning a medal 
at the London 2012 
Olympic Games. 

The 18-year-old long jumper 
took up the sport relatively 
late but she’s already made her 
mark as English Schools Long 
Jump Champion and as the 
National Junior Long Jump 
Champion for the under 20s. 

Last week she was part of a 
45-strong British team 
competing in the 
International Association of 
Athletics Federations World 
Junior Championships in 
Moncton, Canada, having 
taken up the sport just two 
years ago while at school. 

“I used to be able to jump 
quite far and wondered how 
good I could get if I started 
training,” explained Lorraine 
who has notched up a 
personal best of 6m 35’. 

She added: “Qualifying for 
the World Junior 
Championships is a big 
achievement, my training has 
been going well and I’ve been 
doing well at 
competition so I’m 
hoping to end up with 
a medal.” 

The university 
student owes much .*3 
of her success to the r4 
support she’s had ^ 
from family and 
friends and her club the 
Blackheath and 

Bromley Harriers. 

She’s also grateful for 
awards from Starting 
Blocks, the Greenwich- 
led charity fund which 


helps up and coming 
athletes. 

“Starting Blocks 
have helped me to 
pay for kit and for 
travelling to 
competition and 
I’ve got a GLL card 
which allows me to 
go into any local 
training venue. 
Having that support 
has helped me to keep 
going and continue in the 
sport because I haven’t had the 
worry of paying to train.” 

She added: “ The scheme is 
fantastic - particularly as it’s 
just for the people of 
Greenwich. There maybe 
talented athletes but without 
Starting Blocks they wouldn’t 
be able to progress because 
they couldn’t afford to train.” 

Lorraine cites triple jumper 
Phillips Idowu as one of her 
inspirations and hopes to 
follow his successes in the 
Commonwealth Games and at 
the 2008 Beijing Olympics 
where he won a silver medal. 

“He’s had so many ups and 
downs but he still keeps 
coming back. He’s opening up 
British long jumping and 
letting the world know there 
are good jumpers coming from 
Britain,” she told GT. 

And she added: “My next aim 
for this year is to qualify for 
the Commonwealth Games 
Games in India this October 
and, of course my aim for the 
future is to be an Olympic 
medalist in 2012.”

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Plastic ban in the bag 


SUPERMARKETS and 
shops in Greenwich are 
being urged to ditch 
plastic bags when 
packing shoppers’ goods. 
They’re asked to sign up 
to International Plastic 
Bag Free Day on 
September 12, by 
Transition Greenwich, a 
network of people who 
promote green activities 
in the borough. 

The group met food store 
representatives last week 
for a public meeting to 
look at how 
supermarkets could 
encourage sustainability. 
“We want them to take 
part on September 12 
because plastic bags are 
so damaging. So many 
end up in the sea, and 


have a horrific effect on 
birds and other wildlife. 
On the day we are hoping 
that all supermarkets 
and food stores will 
agree to stop handing 
out free plastic bags and 
make reusable ones 
available instead,” said 
Transition Greenwich 
spokesman Edward Hill. 
The group also organised 
a public meeting at St 
Alfege’s Church Hall in 
Greenwich, last week to 
look at the best ways of 
managing traffic in the 
town. It was part of a 
consultation exercise on 
Greenwich Council’s 
draft proposals to 
pedestrianise parts of 
the town centre. 

“We are looking at a 


long-term solution that 
balances the needs of 
businesses, residents, 
visitors and the traffic,” 
said Edward. 

“The objective is to 
reduce local traffic and 
through traffic by 10 per 
cent. And we would like 
people to consider 
alternative forms of 
transport such as buses 
and trains.” 

The group is also 
supporting a project to 
collect food that is past

GOOD advice for young 
people these days might be 
to go forth and diversify.

Robbie determined 
to make the GB

SITTING volleyball ace 
Robbie Barrett says 
Greenwich’s Starting 
Blocks scheme has filled 
him with get up and go! 

The 52-year-old 2012 
Games hopeful, who lost 
his left leg below the knee 
over 30 years ago, told us: 
“The best thing about the 
scheme, as far as I’m 
concerned, is that it doesn’t 
just enable ME to get the 
benefit of the funding. It 
covers the cost of 
transporting other 

members of our squad in 
the car up to Volleyball 
England’s centre in 
Kettering, Northants. 

“That run can cost about 
£80, and a single grant can 
give us at least half-a-dozen 
journeys up there for our 
training.” 

Robbie, now living at 
Shooters Hill, moved into 
the borough eight years 
ago. He originally hails 
from Ireland. 

He said: “I discovered 
Greenwich completely by 
accident. Yes, I knew of 
Blackheath and Greenwich 
Park, but I wasn’t aware of 
Oxleas Woods. I love all the 
open space here.” 

Robbie, an IT project 
manager, added: “I’m 
generally training on 
Mondays, Thursdays and 
Fridays - and 14 hours on 
weekends whilst at 
Kettering GB training 
camps. 

“When I’m using my gym 
at Canary Wharf, I can 
often cycle over there and 
back, which also improves 
my overall fitness.” 

Robbie joined the Royal 
Navy at an early age, and 


was playing rugby for 
Portsmouth Command and 
for Kai-tak Combined 
services in Hong Kong 
when he had his accident 
during manoeuvres in the 
South China Sea. 

Despite massive support 
from comrades and friends, 
the 21-year-old never 
thought he’d play rugby 
again. “But, within a few 
years, I was scrum-half for 
three teams!” he told us. 

As his stamina grew, he 
got seriously into track and 
field training, and took 
bronze medals for GB in 
both the 100 and the 
200 metres events in 
the Seoul 

Paralympics of 1988. 

He was also in the 
Pentathlon in the 
Barcelona Games in 
1992. 

Sitting volleyball has 
become his passion 
over the last four or 
five years, and he’s 
currently squad captain 
for the British team. 
The game is faster than 
standing volleyball, both 
able-bodied and disabled 
can play together up to 
international club level, the 
court-floor is taraflex, so is 
quite slippery, part of your 
torso must be in contact 
with the floor when your 
strike the ball. The net 
height is 1.15 metres for 
men and 1.10 metres for 
women and the court size is 
6 x 10 Metres. 

Robbie is also manager 
and captain of East London 
Lynx SVC, and he made his 
debut for Great Britain in 
September, 2007, against 
Latvia. 

He said: “If my skills 
continue to improve, as 
well as my health, there is

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Residents 
urged to 
double 
check 
recycling

EIGHT thousand tonnes of 
recycling was rejected last 
year when residents put 
unsuitable materials in their 
blue topped bins. 

It meant other good recyclable 
materials were contaminated 
and had to be incinerated or 
disposed of in other ways costing 
the borough £320,000. 

Now the council is urging 
residents to recycle their 
household waste in the correct 
bins so the council can save 



money to divert to other 
services. 

Greenwich is one of a few 
local authorities offering 
weekly collections of 
household waste. 

The GreenBlueBlack 
scheme that was 
introduced in 2008 now 
provides residents with a 
weekly collection for food 
and garden waste in a green 
top bin, mixed dry recycling 
(cans, cardboard, paper, plastic 
and glass) in a blue top bin and 
whatever’s left over in a black 
top bin. 

Despite capacity to recycle and 
compost at least 480 litres of 
their household waste every 
week, there are still residents 
who do not take the time to 
separate their waste for recycling 
and composting while others are 
simply getting it wrong. 

The biggest problem is with the 
blue top bins because a lot o" 
residents are putting food 
waste and dirty food 
containers in them. 

Recycling staff also report 
nappies and sanitary waste, as RECYC1ING REMINDER: mixed dry recycling 
well as dirty tissues, kitchen roll floes in the blue top bin 


and pet waste as common 
contaminants and remind 
residents that they are not 
recyclable items. If these items 
are put in the blue top bins it 
means that dry recyclables 
are ruined and the 
whole load gets rejected 
at the Materials 
Recycling Facility in 
Nathan Way, Thamesmead. 
Instead the contaminated 
loads are scooped away and 
transported on a different vehicle 
for incineration. 

As part of the campaign to 
improve recycling the borough’s 
bin crews are working extra hard 
to identify bins with the wrong 
materials. Bins that have 
contaminated material will be 
labelled with a red tag and a 
leaflet posted through the 
owner’s door explaining what is 
wrong. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
community safety and 
environment, said: “If residents 
recycle properly, disposal of the 
borough’s household waste costs 
a lot less and will enable the 
council to spend more money on 


other services. 

“Disposing of household waste 
by incineration or landfill costs 
twice as much as disposal for 
mixed dry recycling, so the more 
people recycle, the less council 
services will be affected by the 
significant financial cuts facing 
all local authorities.” 

She added: “If we work together 
and do our bit for our 
environment, we can help save 
the council money and put 
revenue back into services. 
Together we can maintain a 
greener and cleaner environment 
and help make a better future for 
us all.” 

• If you are unsure where to 
put an item, play safe and put it 
in the Black Top bin. Please do 
not use black sacks in the Blue 
Top Bin as the crews cannot see 
that they contain good 
recyclable material. Clear 
recycling sacks are available 
FREE from the Council - call 
the council’s contact centre on 
020 8921 4661, or ask your bin 
team.

DOG owners are urged to 
take the lead in a new 
summer safety campaign 
being launched by 
Greenwich Council. 

They’re being asked to follow 
the rules and comply with Dog 
Control Orders enacted by the 
council back in October last year. 

The six-week campaign is 
designed to ensure the safe 
shared use of parks and public 
spaces by dog owners and other 
uses over the school summer 
holidays. 

Council parks, housing and 
enviro-crime enforcement 
officers will be working in 


partnership with police Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams to spread 
information and advice over the 
holiday period. Patrols and 
enforcement teams will also be 
out and about making sure that 
dog owners understand and 
comply with Dog Control Orders. 

Different rules apply to 
different spaces and full details 
are available on the council’s 
website at 

www.greenwich.gov.uk/dog 
control. 

General rules under the Dog 
Control Orders say: 

• You must clean up after your 
dog 


• You must not have more than 
4 dogs under your control 

• You must have your dog on a 
lead unless you are in a place 
listed where dogs are allowed 
off the lead. 

Those who do not comply with 
a Dog Control Order face an on- 
the-spot fine of £75 or they could 
be taken to Court and fined up to 
£ 1 , 000 . 

Free dog waste bags can be 
obtained from council libraries 
and other buildings. 

Councillor Maureen O’Mara, 
Cabinet Member for Community 
Safety and Environment, said: 
“Dogs can be good friends and 


companions. They can also be a 
nuisance and dangerous. 
Greenwich Council is committed 
to promoting responsible dog 
ownership. 

“Our Dog Control Orders are 
not intended to attack dogs or 
dog ownership but to support 
safe and enjoyable use of our 
shared spaces by all our 
residents and visitors. Our 
enforcement officers will issue 
Fixed Penalty Notices or may 
prosecute those who break the 
rules and put others at risk.”

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Crafty pupils create sporty figures 


PUPILS from two primary 
schools got into the spirit of 
2012 with Olympic-themed 
events earlier this month. 

Youngsters at Meridian Primary 
in Greenwich paraded their own 
sculptures down the road to 
Greenwich Park, where they held 
their own mini-Olympics 
competing in events such as 
sprinting and the javelin. 

Over at Wyborne Primary school, 
pupils got creative with a sport 
themed sculpture display. 

Year 6 students at the school on 


Footscray Road created life-sized 
models before they were hung from 
the ceiling in the school hall. 

Organiser and tutor at Wyborne, 
Jill Efford told us: “The project is 
part of a module called People In 
Motion, and our school has 
Olympic status, so we thought this 
would be a good way to link the two 
themes.” 

Jill added: “The children had 
some two-dimensional pieces, 
which they worked from to make 
the 3D sculptures. They looked at 
sports, then chose one - or a pose - 


to work from.” 

The pieces are made from paper 
mache crafted around chicken wire 
frames. 

“The sculptures have come out so 
well that we are hoping to get them 
on display in an important building 
of some kind. If not we may 
position them around the school.” 

Jessica O’Callaghan, 11, who 
created a postage -themed athlete 
from parcel tape and used stamps, 
said: “I’m really looking forward to 
the Olympics coming to London - 1 
like to watch the gymnastics.”

Third gold mark award for Halstow

MULTI-talented Halstow were in their 
element for the summer term! 

The 300-plus pupil primary school in 
Halstow Road, Westcombe Park, chose 
earth, air, wind and fire as the 2010 theme 
for its increasingly-sophisticated arts 
festival. 

It has also just been awarded a 
prestigious ‘Arts Mark Gold’ by the Arts 
Council for the third time running in 
recognition of its “outstanding 
commitment” to drawing, painting, crafts, 
poetry, music and dance. 

GT was invited to join 
Greenwich Deputy Mayor Cllr 
Jim Gillman, parents and 


grandparents, for the special afternoon 
opening of the festival earlier this month. 

Then headteacher Mary Whitehead and 
Halstow’s arts leader Rachel Ford invited 
neighbours and friends to visit the ‘four 
elements’ exhibition during the summer 
fair and the Open Parents’ Evening. 

The headteacher told GT: “We’re very 
proud of our Arts Mark Gold’. 

“It’s in recognition of the wonderful arts 
opportunities that our children enjoy.” 

She added: “Our annual Arts Festival is 
now quite a tradition and every child takes 
part in it.” 

The climax of the showcase afternoon 
was a fashion parade with a difference, 
featuring exotic creations depicting 
each of the four elements. 

Before that, there was a one-hour 
concert programme, including reception 
pupils telling the story of water - in 
dance - the school choir singing ‘Come on 
Baby: Light My Fire’ and pupils who have 
just sat external exams set by the London 
Academy of Music and Dramatic Art 
(LAMDA) presenting poetry and 
monologues. 

Fabian, 10, whose mum Amy and uncle 
Sam also went to Halstow School, said: 
My favourite from today was the 
choir performance.” 

Ciara, 11, added: 
“I did a pastel- 
coloured 
turtle for the 
art exhibition, 
after looking at two 
different photographs 
of them. I liked watching 
the fashion-show today.” 

Deputy Mayor Jim Gillman, who has 
been a governor at Charlton Manor 
Primary School for the last 41 years, told 
GT: “As a member of a school governing- 


body, obviously I don’t praise another 
school lightly! 

“But, in this case, praise is well justified 
because of the high standard of what 
we’ve been privileged to see and to listen to 
today.” 

• EXTERNAL assessors have recently 
given the governing body at Halstow the 
‘Governors Mark for Excellence’ in 
School Governance. The Greenwich 
primary school is only the second one in 
London to have received this quality 
mark.

B US driver James Okoth 
may be stuck in his cab 
for much of the time, 
but nothing stops him 
getting his day off to a 
healthy and active early 
morning start. 

James, 32, from Woolwich, 
uses the outdoor gym in 
Charlton Park most mornings 
and says: “I love it. I drive here 
from home but sometimes I 
walk. 

“It’s fantastic. They’re great 
facilities and you don’t have to 
pay anything. 

“I’ve been doing it for three 
months. It’s worth it because at 
the gym you would pay loads of 
money. It’s relaxing, there’s no 
tension and it gets me going for 
the day.” 

It’s made a noticeable 
difference to his health and 
fitness too. “I used to be so 
much bigger than this,” said 
James, who is married with two 
children who went on the buses 
six months ago after doing 
deliveries for the catering 
trade. 


“I’ve lost about 10 kilos and 
my wife is very pleased. My son 
“J.J.” plays football here every 
Saturday and my daughter 
Lesley loves the park as well. 

“I have to be in work at New 
Cross garage by 9am so the 
early start suits me well. It’s 
great to be able to come here 
and do your thing and then go 
home.” 

He’s looking forward to the 
Olympics. He said: “I’m 
originally from Kenya so I love 
running, not in a club, just on 
my own.” 

Amazingly, GT also found an 
Olympian working out for free. 
Electrical engineer Kenneth 
Maronie, 30, swam the 50 metres 
freestyle for Dominica in the 
Sydney Olympics in 2000. 

He said: “I was 67th in the 
world, which I’m quite proud of. 
I come here twice a week. I still 
swim as well so I tend to 
alternate the two. I’m a 
member of Greenwich 
Swimming Club.” 

Kenneth, who also lives in 
Woolwich, discovered the 


outdoor gym about three 
months ago. He said: “I 
thought, wow, an outdoor gym, 
what a great idea. I belonged to 
a private gym in the borough 
but realised I didn’t have to pay 
membership any more. 


“I do about a three-mile run 
and in the middle of the run I 
have my gym session, which is 
great. It wakes me up and makes 
me feel good for work. 

“What’s good about the gym is 
that you have to use your own 


body weight instead of lifting 
weights, which is much better. I 
feel really lucky to have these 
facilities so near.” 

Kenneth is not swimming 
competitively at the moment.

When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

“My comedy comes from my 
experiences, and my 
experiences are that I’m a 
black English man, and my 
experiences compared to other 
colleagues on the circuit who 
are from the North of England 
and white are going to be quite 
different. I’m not going to shy 
away from the j okes I can make 
based on my experiences.” 
There was more material on 
the career-affirming American 
trip too. 

“Americans don’t think black 
people live in England,” 
Stephen added. “Apart from 
the butler in the Fresh Prince 
Of Bel- Air they’ve never heard 
or seen a black British person. 
When I do stand up there, they 
are absolutely amazed. They 


can’t get enough of me. It’s 
extraordinary - I’ve met so 
many black Americans as well, 
and I say ‘Yeah, so how-’ and 
they go “WHHHAAATTT?!!’ 
Since then, milestones for 
Stephen have included playing 
the Apollo and finishing his 
second UK tour. And the 
comedian’s ‘rapid rise’ (“people 
who don’t go to comedy clubs 
think you’re this overnight 
sensation - I’ve been doing it for 

1 17 years”) has seen him bag his 
own BBC TV series, 
imaginatively titled, The 
Stephen KAmos Show. 

“The format of the show is 
stand-up, sketches, and a 
couple of guests, and a lot of 
audience stuff. We crammed a 
lot into each half an hour 
episode - it was such a joy to be 
asked to do your own show on 
mainstream terrestrial 
television - Wow! - what a 
buzz! Playing characters, 
getting to dress up, do funny 
voices, push the boundaries 
out, it was just a blast.” 

But he’s done projects which 
are defiantly unfunny too, on 
one occasion looking at the 
perceptions of being gay and 
black in London. And though 
the making of Batty Man was 
tough for the comedian, it 
% nonetheless gave him 
inspiration. 

“It was a really difficult 
thing to do - again based on 
my own experiences and I 
thought ‘let’s explore this’. It 
conjured up a wealth of 
material and ideas and opened 
people’s eyes.” 

It was a challenge 
demonstrative of the freedom 
granted to comics, admitted 
Stephen. 

“Stand-up comedy is one of the 
few jobs in the world where you 
can say what you want. You’ve 
got no one to answer to and 
you’ve got a captive audience. 
So why not use that platform to 
i explore other issues - and 

that’s what I’ve done. Comics 
can talk about anything 
openly, things that other 
people are afraid to say.”

THE GREENWICH FESTIVALS is in full 
swing. The programme of events which 
runs until November was launched in 
June by Greenwich Council, and there’s 
still plenty more to come. 

The musical arm of proceedings, The 
Summer Sessions went off without a 
hitch last week, running from July 21- 
25. 

Top musos included Jools “I’ve got my 
own TV show” Holland, who brought a 
cast of what seemed like thousands of 
members of his Rhythm and Blues 
Orchestra to a stage creaking finale on 
Friday night. 

Among the number, Mr Boogie-fingers’ 
special guests included the silken- 
voiced singers Ruby Turner and Alison 
Moyet, while legendary local guitarist 
Albert Lee was a much vaunted last 
minute edition to the groovy night. 

Bone fide orchestra - The Royal 
Philharmonic, to be precise - had upped 
the stakes for Jools and Co. the 
previous night with an imperious 
display of technicality and teamwork 
which kept the crowd wrapt with 
flawless renditions of classical 
masterpieces and a few takes on some 
modern classics. 

Sunday was Indie day, and local rockers 
Athlete were the headliners for a gig 
they admitted was the closest to home 
they’d ever played. 

TGFs was kicked of earlier in the 
summer with a spectacular fireworks 
display which signalled the start of The 
Greenwich And Docklands 
International Festival, and a dance 
spectacle that turned the Queens 
House into a ‘virtual Doll’s House’, 
complete with projected dancers flitting 
across the white walls and popping out 
of windows. And there was more flighty 
footwork when Big Dance came to the 
borough from June until July 11. 

Film fans had their fill of fun too - 
Avery Hill Park went back in time to the 
1950s for a drive-in showing of 
Travolta-and-leather-fest, Grease, and 
outdoor showings of animated delights 
including Up were aired on the big 
screen in Woolwich town centre. 

There’s more to come though - this 
Friday, July 30 - also part of the film 
festival, there’s a showing of Bollywood 
movie Devdas at the open air screen in 
Woolwich which is FREE to attend. And 
the Greenwich Comedy Festival in early 
September plays host to Stephen K 
Amos (see left) among others for the 
annual week of laughter that has gone 
from strength to strength. For Jazz 
lovers there is Greenwich Jazz from 
November 12-21, and there are cultural 
Olympiad events to look out for too, to 
showcase the cultural legacy it is hoped 
that the 2012 Games will bring to the 
host boroughs. Greenwich Theatre 
staged just such an event last week 
with The Finders, an open air 
production at Well Hall Pleasaunce.

ANY title with ‘gambler’ in it was 
bound to catch my attention, ever 
since my grandad ‘Pop’ (I’ll die 
with a full head of hairthanksto 
his genes) used to send me as a 1 0-year- 
old to the local betting shop to put on his 
‘shilling win, any-to-come, round-the 
clock’ bets. 

Pop never used to win very much but 
indirectly instilled in me the “I’m a 
rambler, I’m a gambler” mentality that 
spelt freedom to the maverick soul lurking 
inside the baggy pullover I miss to this day. 
Kaiji: The Ultimate Gambler is hardly my 
Pop personified, and sadly the game 
wasn’t Texas Holdem either, which ruled 
out bringing in local poker star James 
Akenhead to help out with the tactics, (a 
check-raise all-in bluff on the ‘River’ 
would have meant nothing to Kaiji). 

No, Kaiji (Tatsuya Fujiwara) finds himself 
on a gambling boat called ‘Hope’ with 
scores of otheryoung Japanese wastrels 
("scum”, “losers”) who have the chance to 
win plenty Yen at Stone, Paper, Scissors - 
or.. .The last “or” is the interesting one, 
turning out to be non-stop graft in the 
dusty underground kingdom being built 
forsome crazed bearded guru. Needless 
to say, the hapless Kaiji is tricked into 
joining the crew underground fora 130- 
year sentence, the only comfort being an 
ice-cold beeratthe end of the month - but

not at supermarket prices. 

Not surprisingly, anotherfiendish 
opportunity presents itself for those 
gamblers ultimate enough to chance it - 
Brave Men Road, a narrow metal beam 
(electrified if hands are used) way up 
between two skyscraping buildings. If they 
make it -watched in high definition by 
delirious diners - they escape with their 
lives and ten million yen. Kaiji goes for it 
with eightornine othersand, asyou might 
expect, the success rate, unlike the metal 
tightrope, is notthat high. Can’ttellyou 
much more without spoiling it foryou, but 
is there much to spoil? Well, I’m not really 
oneforthis kind of comic-book 
entertainment with its Christmas cracker 
philosophies (“There’s no such thing as a 
worthless life!” blubs Kaiji from 2,000 
feet). 

Some of the cast, including Tatsuya 
Fujiwara, also appeared in ‘Death Note’, 
another cheery little tale about a 
supernatural notebook that kills all the 
people whose names are written in it - a 
bit like a tabloid journo’s contacts book.

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Light years ahead 

...but the final installment of the Toy Story trilogy is darkest yet 



IT took 

$110million at the 
box office in its 
opening 
weekend; it has 
reduced hardened film critics 
to tears; it has been labelled 
the ‘best of the series’. Living 
up to these sorts of 
expectations was always going 
to be a challenge... And so it 
proved. 

Toy Story 3 is almost certainly 
the last of the trio of 
animated comedies from the 
astonishingly creative Pixar 
Animation Studios, whose 
other blockbusters include the 
equally successful Finding 
Nemo and Monsters Inc. 

The story is, as ever, fairly 
straightforward. This time, we 
find our family of eclectic, 
plastic toys - Woody, Buzz and 
Jessie the Cowgirl, (voiced, 
once again by Tom Hanks, 

Tim Allen and Joan Cusack 
respectively), struggling to 
come to terms with the fact 
that their beloved owner 
Andy’s imminent departure to 
college will render them 
finally and definitively, 
obsolete. While ruminating 
over the merits of Andy’s 
attic, the toys are accidentally 
moved by the boy’s mother to 
a daycare centre for children. 
Welcomed by an apparently 
friendly, bright purple bear 
called ‘Lotso’ - the Lots O’ 
Huggin’ Bear, (Michael 
Keaton) - the gang are 
initially delighted at the 


thought of being played with 
again by potential new 
owners. But all is not as it 
seems at the Sunnyside 
centre. Lotso runs a strict 
hierarchy and new arrivals go 
to the toddlers, who, knowing 
no better, abuse and mistreat 
their new playthings. When 
Woody convinces them that 
their duty is, has been, and 
always will be to Andy, the 
toys agree to escape, despite 
the locked doors, patrolling 
lorries and a psychotic 
monkey in charge of multiple 
CCTV cameras. 

But TS3, like its prequels, is so 
much more than just its 
storyline, a fact that has 
contributed in no small way to 


the astonishing success of the 
franchise, now over 15-years- 
old. We have characters with 
whom we readily and willingly 
identify: Woody, the cowboy 
who never gives up; Buzz, ever 
the optimist. And there are 
the themes which are timeless 
- friendship, ageing and death. 
There is no part of the movie 
more moving than the scene 
where the toys - sliding 
helplessly into the giant 
furnaces at a landfill site, 
quietly decide to accept their 
fate and simply hold hands. 
Finally, and most importantly 
though, there is the breadth of 
appeal the films hold, from 
young to old: Children see 
Andy’s empty room and his 


new opportunity at college, 
adults see the loss of a son 
and a life devoid of children. 

Verdict 

TS3 is darker than its 
predecessors and sadly lacks 
some of their humour. Director 
Lee Unkrich, who edited the 
previous movies, perhaps 
unintentionally, has created a 
film more for adults than for 
children. TS3 nevertheless 
powerfully closes the final 
chapter of one of the great 
cinematic trilogies. 8/10

© HAILING from Leeds amongst a tide 
of alternative indie rock artists, Sky 
Larkin are possibly the loudest 
three-piece pop group to have 
emerged from Yorkshire since, er, The Cribs. 
Their second album, Kaleide, offers a 
dissolute challenge to pop music by way of 
frightening dirge and discordant perfection. 
Any twinge of a Yorkshire accent has been 
eradicated as Kaleide, like the band’s 2009 
debut The Golden Spike, was recorded in 
Seattle with producer John Goodmanson who 
has worked previously on Blonde Redhead and 
Death Cab for Cutie releases. Of American 
indie bands, from the Breeders to Sleater 
Kinney, there are few who have come close to 
rivalling them, and Kailede is the latest 
product of inspired noise aimed at that legacy. 
The band’s sound is instantly recognised on 
opener ‘Still Windmills’, a strutting, angular 
track reminiscent of Siouxsie & The Banshees’ 
Jigsaw Feeling. The vocals sit sweetly over a 
fierce battle between percussion and guitar, 
with singer Katie Harkin (yes, Harkin-Larkin) 
declaring “I know there’s potential’’ - a modest 
statement to make as the band race wildly 
towards a climax in each and every song.

Repetitive and playful riffs nod to Sonic 
Youth and the Swirlies - ‘Spooktacular’ 
could easily be seen as a gripping tribute to 
Daydream Nation - and ‘Anjelica Huston’ is 
a delightful homage to the American 
actress. 

The album retains its strong energy 


throughout, rejecting progressive 
tendencies in favour of snappy three-and-a- 
half-minute post-punk songs. However, 
despite their sharp sound the tracks seem 
to stand still rather than flow as a whole; 
the darker, layered production on ‘ATM’ and 
‘Guitars and Antarctica’ takes you nowhere 
in particular. On ‘Year Dot’ the guitars are 
substituted for humming organs, creating a 
wonky and fun but ultimately forgettable 
funk, indie disco drone. 

Amid the flurry of female-fronted acts 
recently signed to labels and performing at 
festivals (Florence and The Machine among 
others), Harkins vocals struggle to break 
out and tantalise. Although Sky Larkin 
appear to be a momentary spark on the 
indie scene, they are in danger of becoming 
a raging bush fire. If nothing else, they are 
at least consistently creatively and should 
be interesting enough to survive.

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Purple reign not over 

Prince’s new album is his strongest for a decade, writes Kevin Burgess 


WHILST it may be a touch 
unfair and a little too 
obvious, it’s also very 
difficult to review - or even 
discuss a new Prince 
album, without referring to 
his back catalogue. 
Specifically, the fact that 
his most recent output just 
doesn’t cut it. 

But for someone who has 
always strived to let the 
past be the past, on new 
album 20TEN, Prince takes 
a big step back into more 
familiarterritory. The 
fanfare surrounding the 
release relates to the fact 
that the artist has once 
again decided to give away 
an album forfree - this 
time with copies of the 
Daily Mirror, as well as his 
comments that the internet 
‘is over’, just like MTV was 
before it. Having been a big 
Prince fan for many years, 
the noughties has not been 
the most satisfying of 
decades in terms of the 
Funky One’s recorded 
output. Each new release is 
shrouded in the 
expectation that he might 
finally have pulled 
something out of the bag, 
only to be let down by 
anothersub standard effort 
with maybe one ortwo half 
decent songs. 

But still we come back 
each and every time, with 
that glimmer of hope, and

every time I press play, I’m 
dreading the worst. This 
time though, I’m quite 
taken aback - Compassion 
is a bright and breezy 
opener that bounces along 
with aplomb, funk beat ‘n’ 
all, this sounds like Prince 
is having some fun, and 
harks back to earlier in his 
career, especially the 
Controversy/1 999 period. 
In fact, with a more daring 
lyric, this could have sat 
nicely on 1999... maybe. 
Next up is Beginning 
Endlessly, more drum 


machines and synths and 
an understated bass, a very 
jagged beat underpins the 
whole thing, and drags the 
song along rather nicely as 
those familiar scratchy 
guitartones lead the song 
out. Wow - two songs in and 
this is a pretty impressive 
start, and while it may be 
the sound of Prince delving 
into his back catalogue for 
inspiration, it’s the most 
daring he’s sounded in 
years. 

Then the third song hits: 
Future Soul Song. Now, its 


not that it’s a particularly 
bad song, it’s not, it’sjust 
that it’s our first down 
tempo, schmaltzy ballad of 
the album, and it lacks a 
punch. Halfway through the 
song I almost lose attention 
as my mind wonders, not a 
good sign. Unfortunately, 
the rest of the album 
doesn’t live up to the 
opening, but that’s not a 
terrible indictment. Sticky 
Like Glue and Lavaux are 
decent enough funk dance 
songs and Act of God and 
Everybody Loves Me are 
both playful pop songs, all 
carrying the same ethos as 
the opening couplet - i.e an 
updated take on his 80s 
sound, a sound he did 
single-handedly create, 
afterall. 

And actually, the album 
flows very well, the songs 
sit nicely next to each 
other, and it’s a more 
focused and cohesive effort 
than a lot of his most recent 
work. It just lacks a spark, 
and more importantly, it 
lacks that cloak of sleaze 
that seemed to slather his 
best work. Forthe most 
part 20TEN doesn’t find the 
artist reaching for, or 
taking any risks, when 
compared to huge portions 
of his back catalogue. This 
isn’t a bad or terrible 
album, its perfectly 
listenable and quite 


enjoyable, and sits well in 
the current sunshine, but 
it’s let down by two or three 
uninspired ballads, 
especially afterthe 
promising start. It’sjust not 
1999, or Sign ‘0’ The Times 
or Dirty Mind, and for an 
artist - The Artist - who was 
once so daring and took so 
many risks while selling 
shed-loads of records and 
somehow managing to 
remain the greatest of 
enigmas, it will always be 
disappointing to hear him 
taking things so easy, 
installed firmly in his 
comfort zone, throwing off 
lyrics like ‘From the heart 
of Minnesota, here comes 
the purple yoda’. 

As I said at the start then, 
it’s difficult to write a 
Prince review without 
referring to his past 
achievements, which is 
credit to the man and his 
art, and unfortunately for 
him it’s a poisoned chalice 
he’ll have to carry for the 
rest of his life. Prince once 
showed up at the Brit 
awards with the word 
‘Slave’ emblazoned across 
his face as a protest to the 
way his record company 
was treating him. Ironically 
over thirty years into his 
career, he has become a 
slave to his own past 
artistic triumphs.

“This record is exactly 
what I wanted our band to 
do at one time. Maybe a lot 
of people will think we’re 
just metalcore, but it’s so 
much more than that. It’s a 
heavy record with some big 
choruses and a cool metal 
feel to it that I’ve been 
wanting,” Lindow says. 
Some of the songs address 
the constant mistakes 
Lindow made during his 
20s, which he says were 
something of a daze. “It’s 
definitely about life, my life 
and possibly all our lives. 
It’s about trying to be the 
best human being you can 
be and really putting some 
things to rest and moving 
forward.”

shoot narrowly wide as the 
red shirts in front of him 
parted like a Biblical sea. 

Marshall’s enterprising 
colleague Steve Kabba also 
exploited the gaps, his 
deflected drive forcing an 
awkward save from Rob Elliot 
and an even more stinging 
effort on the run bringing the 
best out of Charlton’s only 
experienced goalkeeper. 

Kabba headed a third chance 
wide before the interval as 
Barnet found ominously little 
difficulty in breaching an 
uncomfortably square 

rearguard. 

It wasn’t all one-way traffic 
and Sodje’s strength was an 
occasional handful for the 
home defence. The big 
forward turned sharply away 
from Anwar Uddin before 
snapshooting inches wide, 
then raced on to Doherty’s 
fine ball to bring Jake Cole 
diving low to save. 

The Addicks were not only 
their toothless selves up front 
but again succumbed to 
another of those infuriating 
lapses in concentration that 
were so frequently their 
undoing last season. Ten 
minutes into the second half, 
they switched off and were 
predictably punished. 

An innocuous throw-in by 
right back Joe Devera allowed 
unmarked Mark Byrne to 



turn into space near the right 
byline, a lethal position from 
which he produced a crisply 
delivered cross flicked deftly 
past Elliot into the far corner 
by Poole. 

With over a half hour left, 
Charlton were already bound 
for defeat at homely little 
Barnet, hardly one of league 
football’s torrid cockpits 
(unlike Croydon, for instance, 
flatteringly but inaccurately 
hailed last season as a 
“hotbed of football” by Aston 
Villa manager Martin O’Neill 
under the puckish impression 
that Cup opponents Crystal 
Palace played there. Full 
marks, by the way, to Villa’s 
coach driver, who recognised 
Irish blarney when he heard 
it. 

Meanwhile, less than two 
weeks away looms Charlton’s 
season opener against 
Bournemouth at The Valley. 
Last Saturday’s squad of 21 
players, comprising veterans, 
youngsters and hopeful 
triallists will shake down into 
by and large the team 
responsible for carrying the 
club’s hopes into the 2010-11 
campaign.
